May it please your Excellency, 

In tlie absence of tbe Earl of Clarendon, Chancellor of the 
Queen’s University in Ireland, it becomes my duty as Vice-Chan- 
cellor, in compliance with the provisions of Her Majesty’s Charter, 
to furnish to your Excellency the Report of the Condition and 
Progress of the University since the 1st January, 1863. 

The General University Examinations of the year commenced 
on the 29th of September, 1863, and terminated on the 26th. of 
October. Examinations for Degrees in the Faculty of Medicine 
were also held in June, and first University Examinations in Arts 
and Engineering were also held in May. At these, various Ex- 
aminations 252 Candidates presented themselves. Lists of those a pp . n. 
who were successful are annexed. 

In addition to these Examinations for Members of the Univer- 
sity, Examinations of Candidates who are not Members were held 
simultaneously in the month of June last at Dublin, Belfast, and 
Galway. Forty Candidates presented themselves for the Certifi- 
cates awarded at these Examinations. Lists of those who were 
successful are annexed. A PP' u - 

A public meeting of the University, to confer degrees and. 
diplomas, and distribute prizes, was held in St. Patrick s Hall, 
Dublin Castle, on the 13th of October last. Your Excellency was 
graciously pleased to honour this meeting with your presence. 

An account of the proceedings is appended to this Report. A PP . I. 

By a Statute of the new Charters of the Queen's Colleges, 
which passed the Great Seal on the 12th of October, 1863, the 
Senate has been empowered to call upon the Professors of the 
University to conduct the Examinations of Matriculated Students 
in the various branches of Education which are comprised m the 
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Report. 

Curriculum of the Faculty of Arts. This power has secured to the 
University the services of Examiners of tried efficiency as teachers, 
and has also enabled the Senate to substitute a Board for a single 
Examiner in each subject.

Public Meeting of the Queen’s University in Ireland, held in PnMc 

St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 13th October, 1863. Meetil *s- 

After the close of the examinations of the year 1862, a public meeting 
of the Queen’s University was held in the Picture Gallery, Dublin 
Castle, on the 13th of October, 1863, for conferring degrees and dip- 
lomas. 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places 
in the Examination Hall, the Vice-Chancellor and Senate of the Uni- 
versity, the Professors and Examiners, and the Candidates, entered it 
in procession. 

The Vice-Chancellor, attended by the Secretary, proceeded to the 
entrance of the hall, and conducted his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
to the chair set apart for him. 

The Vioe-Chanoellor then opened the meeting in the following 
speech : — 

I have the satisfaction of being able, at this our annual meeting for 
conferring the degrees and honours of the Queen’s University inlreland, 
to announce a remarkable increase in the numbers of the graduates 
and students of the Colleges of Belfast, Cork, and Galway, who have 
presented themselves at our examinations for the current year. The 
numbers for 1862 were 141, the largest which theretofore had come 
before us ; while the examinations of this academic year have been 
attended by 1 77 individual students. Of these twenty-six have been 
found qualified for the degree of Doctor of Medicine, and forty- 
two have passed the first University examination for that degree ; 
thirteen have passed the examination for the degree of Master of 
Arts, and forty-eight for the degree of Bachelor in that faculty; 
sixty-four students have passed the first University examination in 
Arts, several of whom are included among those whom I have enu- 
merated as having also qualified for the degree of Bachelor ; four 
students have successfully competed for our Diploma in Engineering ; 
and fourteen, including three of those who have obtained the Diploma, 
passed the first University examination in that profession. The middle 
class examinations instituted by the University were holden at the 
appointed time, and were attended by thirty-four pupils of various 
schools. Of these eighteen were found sufficiently instructed to pass 
our examinations. I trust that in future years the University will be 
able to exhibit much larger results from this, as yet experimental, 
arrangement. Two doctors of laws of other universities, men of acknow- 
ledged eminence in their respective positions in the world of science 
— Dr. George Allman and Dr. M-Cosh — have sought admission to the 
like degree in the University; and I have received the ready sanction 
of the Senate to their admission accordingly. 

Apart from the inferences to be drawn from the statements I have 
made of our University examinations for the year 1863, I have little 
to remark upon as to the condition and progress of the Queen’s 
Colleges. The number of students in attendance on the College 
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classes continues to increase with each succeeding year. The aggregate 
of those numbers for the sessions of 1861 and 1809 was 745 ; for the 
sessions of 1862 and 1 803 it is 769. In the important competitive 
examinations for places in the public service, students of the Colleges 
have in this, as in former years, been very successful. For the Civil 
Service of India one candidate from the College of Galway, one from 
that of Cork, one from Belfast College, and one, whose education was 
conducted partly in Cork and partly in Belfast, obtained satisfactory 
places.' A student from the College of Belfast, who is a Master of Aids 
of our University, obtained the first place in the competition for the 
Consular Service in Japan; and in what is designated as the further 
examination for service in India, six Belfast students, two from Cork, 
and three from Galway College, who had in previous years been 
admitted to that service, have been successful, while two from the 
College of Galway have succeeded in the competitive examinations for 
the department of Public Works in India. At home two of our 
graduates—one educated in the College of Cork, and one in that of 
Galway — have obtained, on competitive examinations, tlic valuable 
appointments of Inspectorships of National Schools ; and in London, 
another of our graduates, educated in the Queen’s College of Galway, 
has obtained a valuable Law Studentship at the examinations holden 
under the authority of the Inns of Court. Several candidates educated 
at our Colleges have been also successful at the examinations for the 
Army and Navy Medical Services, and at other minor examinations. 

The Queen’s University had completed the tenth year of its public 
meetings when we were last assembled here in 1802 ; we now, there- 
fore, commence what I may designate as the second decade of its 
existence, with continued evidence of the advantages of our institutions, ' 
of their persistent excellence, and their steady, progress. In the general 
march of education they have taken and they hold a foremost rank, 
and give abundant promise of still higher advancement — of increasing 
claims to public encouragement and national support. To assist 
the progress of the education of our country, whether in the most 
exalted halls of universities and colleges, in the scientific and indus- 
trial lecture-rooms apd laboratories of museums and practical societies, 
or in the humbler but more widely diffused schools designed for the 
whole population of Ireland, is, to my apprehension, among the first 
of public duties. We long laboured under great deficiencies ; these 
have been in a large measure supplied by the public bounty; and 
that bounty, I trust, will be ever directed to assist and advance that 
which in those various institutions has been so well established and so 
successfully carried on— not withdrawn or diminished on mere abstract 
or ill-digested speculations of unprofitable economy. 

At our last meeting, his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was pleased 
to announce that her Majesty’s Treasury had assented to the proposi- 
tion of the Irish Government, pressed on them originally by Mr. Card- 
well, who was zealously followed by Sir Robert Peel, by which a certain 
addition would be made to the existing salaries of the able and distin- 
guished professors of the colleges. I am happy to state that the . details 
of that proposition have been since carried out. It was necessary to 
that end that new charters should he granted by her Majesty to the 
University and to the Colleges. Those t.o the Colleges have been pre- 
pared accordingly by the Royal authority, and I hope, in a day or two, to 
have the satisfaction of attaching to them the Great Seal of Ireland. 
I shall not now go into any particular statement of their provisions ; 
advantage has been taken of this occasion to introduce some useful 
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of the Queen's University in Ireland. 

alterations in the arrangement of our University examinations, giving Appendix. 
to us the benefit, in important branches, of the services of all the College "y - 
professors. Clauses are also introduced to effect amendments in the Public 
internal proceedings of the Colleges, and the constitution of their eoun- Meeting, 
cils, and to define more precisely than had been done in the former 
charters the duties and position of their several authorities and officers ; 
and I trust that, under these new provisions, the proceedings of these 
institutions will be carried on with advantage and satisfaction to all 
whose duty it will be to conduct or to obey them. By these charters I 
believe that, on the whole, a satisfactory adjustment mil have been 
arrived at of questions which have at intervals excited some not unreason- 
able complaints, and were attended with considerable difficulty; but it is 
important that I should state.that nothing is contained in them affecting 
in the slightest degree the general character of our institutions, or 
their adaptation to all the great purposes for which they were founded; 
they remain, as I trust they ever will remain, dedicated to the promo- 
tion of sound, united education among her Majesty’s subjects of all 
classes and denominations. 

It has, unhappily, more than once devolved upon me at these, our 
annual meetings, to express the regret felt by the Senate of the Queen’s 
University in being .deprived, by the hand of death, of some distin- 
guished individual of then’ body. Since our incorporation we have 
lost one of its most active, influential, and valuable members, in the 
decease of that great, ornament of the medical schools of Ireland — the 
late Sir Philip Crampton. It was but at our last meeting, in 1862, 
that I had to speak of the loss of another eminent member of the 
Senate — the Bight Hon. Sir Thomas Wyse, then very recently removed 
from this life ; and now, while I address this assembly, the yet unburied 
form of another of our colleagues, one of the most remarkable men 
of modern times — Bichard Whately, late Archbishop of Dublin — lies 
a cold emblem of human mortality. It is to speak of but a small por- 
tion of his public career, to say, that from its first incorporation his 
Grace was a member of the Senate of the University — that he attended 
our meetings, assisted us with his opinions and advice, and ever mani- 
fested a warm interest in our success ; that he was also a Visitor of 
one of the Queen’s Colleges — that of Cork — and gave the sanction of 
his presence and the benefit of his counsel in the periodical visitations 
of that institution. Far more extensively was the name of the Arch- 
bishop known ,; his reputation was world- wide, and it may, almost 
without exaggeration or metaphor, be said that the fame and the appre- 
ciation of his character and writings reached to every comer of the 
earth. By the necessities of our position and the constitution of our 
University theological studies have no place amongst us. To the theo- 
logian and the divine, then, we must leave the consideration and the 
judgment of the Archbishop’s labours in the cause of sacred literature, 
in the elucidation of Christian truth and apostolic doctrine, as well 
as in the more practical instructions of religious duty, so often given to 
the ministers and people of his Church. Looking, however, to another 
branch of his extensive studies, and to other evidences of his great 
intelligence, we can share with the world of philosophy and learning, 
with every university and college founded where English is' a spoken 
language, in admiration of works which have become class-books as 
well in ours as in all other halls and schools of study, — in every 
seminary where instruction is given in logic, rhetoric, or political 
economy, — works which promise to endure to all future times and to 
last as long as the language in which they have been written. But, 
apart from all these great acquirements and- labours, theological or 
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Appendix, secular, there stood out in him, appreciable by all, learned or unlearned, 
the great qualities of one of the clearest of human intellects, — of an in- 
Pubiic dependent, just, and tolerant mind, true to its purpose, honest in its 

Meeting, intention, fearless in its advocacy of all he deemed to be the truth ; and 

in him these high gifts were united to a kindly and benevolent heart, 
ever ready to give a charitable response to the demands of public or 
private necessities. Few know, perhaps none, the actual extent of his 
private bounty to those whose wants came more peculiarly and imme- 
diately under his notice while holding the exalted station he so long 
occupied among us. But we all must recollect the last instance of his 
public exertion in the cause of charity — in the institution of the sub- 
scription so recently made in Ireland in aid of the Lancashire distress, 
— a subscription which originated in his personal and urgent appeals to 
individual and public commiseration. For myself and the members 
of the Senate of the Queen’s University, I have to express and record 
our deep regret at the loss of one from whose extensive learning and 
scholastic experience we derived important assistance on many occa- 
sions, and who gave his cordial co-operation to all our proceedings. 

It is now my official duty, in the absence of our Chancellor (the Earl 
of Clarendon), to confer the degrees and diplomas of the University. 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, who has been pleased to grace 
our meeting with his presence, has, with his usual kindness, assented to 
our request, that, as on many former occasions, he would distribute to 
the successful candidates for honors the medals and prizes which have 
been awarded to them by the Senate. In addition to our University 
distinctions, exhibitions have been obtained by nine of the College 
students from the public subscriptions originated by Sir Robert Peel, 
the results of which were so fully stated by Sir Robert at our last 
annual meeting. 

The candidates were then called up in order, and the Vice-Chancellor 
conferred upon each the degree or diploma which had been conferred 
by the Senate. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was graciously pleased to dis- 
tribute the prizes. 

The ceremony having concluded, the Vice-Chanoellor addressed his 
Excellency as follows : — 

Once more, my Lord, it is my gratifying office to tender to your 
Excellency the thanks of the Senate of the Queen’s University of Ire- 
land, as well for the renewed honour you have conferred upon us by 
your attendance to-day, and your assistance in an interesting portion 
of the ceremonials of the meeting, as for the support and encourage- 
ment which this body and the Colleges of which it is the head have 
always received at your hands. I know of no better form of expressing 
our grateful sense of what we owe to your Excellency’s kindness and 
consideration than simply thus to say, We thank you ; and I do so 
most sincerely, in the name of every member of our several institutions. 

The Lord Lieutenant said — It seems rather a perverse coincidence 
that in company with the increasing dimensions and swelling fortunes 
of this institution, and of the growing interest which is felt in it, we 
should, by the domestic arrangements of the mansion in which we are 
met, be cooped into a smaller space than usual, and this only makes me 
wish the more eagerly that the time may not be far distant when the 
University will have a building of its own, duly accommodated to its 
high days and solemnities — 

Dignis invita Pallada teroplts. 
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I always feel on these occasions that the Lord Chancellor — the Vice- A ppend ix. 
Chancellor of the University — has brought before you in an exhaustive j 
manner all the details connected with the progress of the University, Public 
and of its affiliated colleges. Among the other circumstances of the day Meeting. 

I have been especially gratified at observing, seeking for ad eundern 
degrees, persons of conspicuous merit and fame in their own seats of 
learning. But I have now so frequently discharged the gratifying duty 
of distributing the prizes at this recurring celebration, and of addressing 
to the youthful competitors arrayed before us expressions of congratu- 
lation at their well- won honors, and of affectionate encouragement for 
their future careers, that I should feel completely unable to vary in any 
degree the utterances of former years -were it not for one circumstance, 
indeed, of a most afflicting novelty. 

On most previous occasions I have seen sitting beside me, in the 
highest place, highest in fame among the gathered nobles of the realm, 

Bicliard Whately, Lord Archbishop of Dublin. Within the previous 
week this great and good prelate has been removed from us. Beside 
the graceful and touching allusion of the Lord Chancellor, as the Vice- 
Chancellor of this University, to the loss of his illustrious colleague in 
its Senate, I feel profoundly that this is not the place, and that I am 
not the person, to deal with the highest aspects of this great bereave- 
ment. That pious office has been already rendered in its appropriate 
place, the chapel of this palace, by lips youthful indeed, but second in 
eloquence to none in Ireland, in a way of which I exhaust the praise 
when I say it was entirely worthy of the great theme. I stretch a daring 
hand to touch the cords of the hallowed tabernacle ; but here, at least, 
in a learned assembly, met for a purpose purely academical, it is per- 
mitted, even to such as me, to hang one unavailing wreath upon the 
funeral bier of one whose mind and whose existence were strongly im- 
pregnated with academic influences, and who ever felt and displayed 
the most large and generous sympathies with every branch and form of 
learning. He came here from his own Oxford, and perhaps no intellect 
ever reflected more accurately the exhaustive learning and transparent 
clearness of her favourite Aristotle, though none would have more dis- 
dained to be slavishly bound by his or by any other person’s trammels. 

Magis arnica veritas, — 

the love of truth, and the unfaltering desire to discover, develop, and 
proclaim it, were the guiding instincts of his moral nature ; and to this 
high bent he brought the aid of the highest gifts of mind — a perception 
alert, acute, and sagacious — a style of such marvellous perspicuity that 
the complacent reader and hearer became quite unconscious of the in- 
tricacies he threaded and the heights he surmounted, and a power of 
illustration in which I believe him to have been unparalleled by any 
other man that ever lived. His large toleration, his abounding charity, 
his luminous faith, I designedly leave to other pens and voices. He no 
longer moves, converses, preaches amongst us; hut, though dead, he 
yet speaketh. The lessons that once flowed in such resistless logic 
from his living lips now breathe with scarcely less convincing clearness 
from his honoured grave. Few of you, my young friends, can hope to 
rise to so high a place either in Church or State, either in theology, 
literature, or science, as that which he filled and adorned; but there is 
enough to teach us that the causes why he was so admired in life and 
so mourned in death, were not because his seat was exalted among the 
great of the land — not because rank, and station, and authority will some 
few hours hence follow his bier down the cathedral aisle, and the anthem 
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will poal above hie cold remains ; — -but because he did what every one of 
you can do — he studied how to make the best uso of the talents his 
Maher had confided to him, and devoted a life of conscientious and un- 
flagging labour to his calling, his follow-creatures, and his God. 

The proceedings then terminated.
